I. Itis hereby enacted, that no person residing 
within the limita of any Military Cantonment shall be 
allowed to recover, in any Military Court of Requests 
for the Native Troops of the East India Company, held 
within such Cantonment, any debt contracted in the 
way of trade, or for the loan of money within such 
Cantonment, by any person subject to the jurisdiction 
of such Court, unless the person seeking to recover the 
debt, «hail, at the time of the contracting thereof, have 
been registered as ৪ Military Bazarman within such 
Cantonment. 

II. And it is hereby declared, that the several 
descriptions of persons specified in Regulation XX. of 
1810, of the Bengal Code, Sections 2, 4 and 22, shall 
be aubject to the provisions of Acts No. XI. of 1841, 
and No, XXVIII. of 1841, in like wanner as enlisted 
Soldiers.

An Act for giving greater facility in the abatement 
and prosecution of Nuisances in and through the 
Towns and Islands of Bombay and Colaba. 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that no person shall throw, 
er deposit, or cause to be tlrown or deposited any 
offensive matter or thing whatever on any open space 
of ground contiguous to any public thorouglifare ou 
the Islands of Bombay or Colaba. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that the owner or 
occupier of cvery such open space shall on a written 
order from the Court of Petty Sessions for such 
purpose forthwith tuclose the same with a fence or 
wall, and in default thereof for the space of ten 
days the said Court shall cause such enclosure to be 
made, and tlie expense thereof shall be defrayed by 
the Municipal Fund, and the said owner or occupier 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding twice the 
amount so expended. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the suid Court of Petty Seasions to order 
and direct, that proper and suitable drains or guttera 
for the conveyance of wastage, water, filth and other

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall 
throw or deposit any filth or rubbish on the roof, or 
weather boards of any buildings, or suspend therefrom 
any article whatever so as to project over any street oF 
public thoroughfare. Nor shall any person bathe or 
wash any animal or clothes, or throw any offensive 
matter, or thing whatever in or into any of the public 
tanka or wells as defined by Proclamation to be 
Public save and except, and that the Governor in 
Council is hereby empowered from time to time by 
Proclamation to declare what tanks or wells shall be 
deemed Public, and also which of such Public tanks 
or wells may be used for the purposes of bathing and 
washing linen therein. 


VIL And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the Court of Petty Sessions to require any per- 
son, owner or tenant, keeping a public brothel or 
lodging house for Prostitutes, or disorderly character 
of any description in any of the more public roads or 
streets of Bombay and Colaba to shut up the same or 
to remove such tenants from the premises, and on his 
failing to do so within tho time specified in a notice to 
be given to him for that purpose, he shall be deemed 
to have offended against the provision of this Act. 


VIII. Andit is hereby enacted, that no person 
shall keep ৪ Coffec Shop, Eating House, or any place 
of public resort, other than alegally licensed Tavern or 
Spirit Shop, without the permission or license of the 
Court of Petty Sessions, which Court is hereby em- 
powered to grant such perniission or lic^nse in writiug, 
and which mny be revoked by the said Court on good 
and sufficient cause. 

IX. Aud it is hereby enacted, that all offences 
against this Act shall be summarily inquired into and

l. Itis hereby enacted, that no person shall throw, 
or deposit, or cause to be thrown or deposited any 
offensive matter or thing whatever on any open space 
of ground contiguous to any publie thoroughfare on 
the Islands of Bombay or Colaba. 


H. And it is hereby enacted, that the owner or 
occupier of every euch open space shall on a written 
order from thé Court of Petty Sessions for such 
purpose forthwith enclose the same with a fence or. 
wall, and in default thereof for the epace of ten 
day» the said Court shall cause euch enclosure to be 
made, and the expense thereof ehall be defrayed by 
the Municipal Fund, and the said owner or occupier 
nhall be liable to a penalty not exceeding twice the 
amount so expended,

First.—That all Letters and Newspapers, except 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Letters, intended for transmission 
by the Overland Mails, and except those specially 
marked via o Falmouth,” will be sent throng France, 
aud thus be subject to the heavier rate of postage. 

Second.— Letters and Newspapers addressed to 
France as well as those to other foreign countries, with 
which France is the chanucl of communication (if the 
latter are expressly directed to be so sent) will be made 
up in Packets and sent to the French Post Master at 
Marseilles; but Letters for Foreign Countries, other 
than France, if not specially directed to France, will 
be included in the Packets for England. Letters, &c. 
for places lying between Bombay and Marseilles, will 
be despatched in separate Packets. 

Third.— Letters for the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain, weighing less than a quarter of an ounce, and 
passing through France, are charged single postage, 
which by that route amounts to Ze, 8d.

An Act for giving greater facility in the abatement 
and prosecution of Nuisances in ond through the 
Towns and Islands of Bombay and Colaba. 





I. Itis hereby enacted, that no person shall throw, 
or deposit, or cause to be thrown or deporited any 
offensive matter or thing whatever on any open space 
of ground contiguous to any publie thoroughfare on 
the Islands of Bombay or Colaba. 

And it is hereby enacted, that the owner or 
occupier of every such open space shall on a written 
order from the Court of Petty Sessions for such

by them without any udditional voices. In such 
KE the decree or final order shall be signed by the 
three Judges, if they agree together; but, if one of 
them dissent from the view taken by the majority, by 
the two Judges who agree together, and the signature

Whereas itis probable that the Laws now in force in 
British Icdia for preventing the emigration of the Inhabi- 
tants thereof to Her Majesty's Colonial Possessions will ho 
shortly repealed so far as regards emigration to the Island 
of Manritius, and that such lust mentioned emigration will 
be sanctioned by Laws to be for that purpose enacted iu 
India, subject to various provisions to be in such Lawa made 
for ihe protection of such Emigranta, and for the prevon- 
tion ef abuses. And whereas it is probable that amongst 
the provisions so to be made, as last aforesaid, willbe a 
provision for enabling the Governor General of India to ap- 
point at ports or places in India, Oilicera charged with the 
care, protection and aup:riutesdeuce of all persona propos- 
ing to emigrate as Labourers from India to Mauritius, 
And whereas it ia probable that. provision vill be made by 
Law at Mauritius fo^ defiayin from the puolie Revenue of 
that Island the expense of iutroidüacing emigration thither 
from British India. And whereas it ie necessary that 
effectual provision &hould be male by Law t Mauritius for 
regniating any such expendi ür , and for the prevention of 
abuses in the introduction of Migrants from British India 
into that [«land— It ia therefore here!y ordered by the 
Qreen’s Mast Excellent Miete, be aud with the vd. 
vice of Her Majesty's Prvy Cowell, that in the 
event of any Law being made iu British India, authorizing 
the emigration to Mauritius of the Nu-ives of Iudia, and 
repealing the restrictions wow ja force there ia regard to 
auth emigrationa, and in the event of anv euch Laws, con- 
taining provisions, enabling the Goverror General of India 
to appoint atthe several porta of embarkation in India, 
Officers ch rged with the protection of persona emigrating 
from such potta ta Maaritina, the various Rules and Regu- 
lations eoimprized, and set forth ia tha Schedule to this 
present order subjoined, shall within the Island of Mauritius 
have the force and eff ut of Law, and ghali he observed 
and carried into effect by all Her Mojeasty’s Offlvers, Civil 
and Military, iu Mauritius, and bv all Her Majesty's subjecte 
within the ৮815৩ Istand as tu tuem may respectively ap- 
pertain, 


And the Rizht Hon'ble Lord Stanley, one of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the necessary 
instructions herein accordingly.

The Schedu'e referred to in the preceding | Order, come 
prising the itula and Regulations to be observed at 
AMuuritius in regar 1 to. Emigrants from British India, 
resorting to and arriving at that Island, 


Ist. Tue Governor of Mauritius may from time to time 
nominate auch persons as he shail sce fit to act as Emigra- 
tion Agents at any port er nlace Ya India, while the Gover- 
nor General of India may designate aaa port or place for 
the embarkation of Emigrants to Mauritius, and may also 
from time to time nominate a proper person to aet as Pro- 
tector of Immigrants at Mauritius :— 


2ud. The remunera‘ion to be given to any such Agent 
in India, shall not depend upon or be regulated by the 
number of the Emigrants sent to Mauritius by him, but 
shall be in the nature of an annual salary. 


Srd. Every such Emigration Agent shali ascertain by 
personal communication with every Emigrant previously 
to his or her embarkation from the port.or place for which 
such Agent shall be appointed, that such Emigrant has nut 
been Induced to emigrate by any fraud, false nor uurea- 
sonable expectation, and is aware of the distance uf 
Mauritius from the place where he or she is about to 
emigrate ; and such Agent shall explain the real advant- 
ages likely to be derived by such Emigrants from a re- 
moval to Mauritina, at the same time eautioning such 
Emigrant against unressonable and unwarrantabie expocta- 
tions ; and such Agent shall also ascertain that every such 
Emigrant is in good health, and not incapacitated from 
labour by old age, bodily infirmity, or discase. 

4th. It shall not be lawful to ship on board of any Ship 
or Vessel carrying Emigrants frow India to Mauritius, 
any number of Passengers exceeding the proportion of one

and stores for the victualling of the Crew of the Ship or 
Vessel, and shall also ascertain that such Ship or Vessel ia 
generally reputed seaworthy, and that the directions hore- 
jubefore contained for insuring the health and safety of 
the Passengers have becn complied with. and shall grant a 
Certificate thercof under his hand to the Master of such 
Ship or Vessel. 

Oth. The Master of every Ship or Vessel bringing 
Emigrants to Mauritius shall be bound to provide for and 
furnish to every such Emigrant and his wife and children a 
suflidlent quantity of geod and whnleaume provisions, for 
his, her and their daily maintenance during auch voyage, 
and during the space of 48 hours next after the arrival of 
such Ship or Vessel in Mauritius. 


10th.. Two copies of these Regulations authenticated by 
the signature of the Agent at tue port or place trom

In conformity with which said order, and for the 
urpose of giving effect thereto, it is hereby enacted, that 
Act No. XIV. of 1839, and all Acts repealed thereby, 
so far as the same are applicable to the emigration of 
Natives from the Port of Calentta, Madras, and Bom- 
bay respectively, to the Mauritius, shall be repealed 
from the day when the Governor General of India in 
Council, or, in his absence, tho President in Council 
shall notify in the Gazette that it hath been duly certi- 
fied to him that such Regulations have been provided, 
and that.such measures Have been takeu by the Government 
of Mauritius as he may deem necessary for the protec- 
tion of Emigrant laborers from India on their passage to 
the Mauritius, and. during their residence there, and for 
their safe return at the expiration of five years, or any 
subsequent period, should they be desirous of returning to 
India.

And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not bs 
lawful to convey any Emigrant, being a Native of India, 
who may embark for the purpose of laboring for hire in the 
Colony of Mauritius from either of the ports aforesaid, in 
any Ship or Vessel, unless a Licence bo obained for carry- 
ing Emigrants in such Ship or Vessel from the Government 
of the Presidency in which the port is situate. A feo 
of -" Rupees shall be 06708108819 in respect of 
every such Licence, and the granting or withholding the 
same shall be entirely discretionary with the Government, 
and in consideration of such Licence the Master of every 
Ship conveying or destined to convey Emigrants froin 
India shall execute a Bond, binding himself and his ownera 
in a penal sum of 10,000 Rupees to conform to the several 
conditions hereundor provided, and the said Bond shall be 
executed in duplicate that it may be put in suit either 
at the place of execution or in the Colony of Mauritius, 
and one copy shall be forwarded to the Government of 
Mauritius to be dealt with as the case may require. 
And every Ship or Vessel in which any such Emigrant 
shall be conveyed without a Licence beiug obtained as 
aforesaid shall be liable to be forfeited, and the Master 
thereof shall be liable as for a misdemeanor in a fine of 
1,000 Rupees for every such Emigrant so illegally conveyed , 


V. Auditis hereby enacted, that it shali not be lawful 
for the Master of any Vessel licenced as above to receive on 
board any Emigrant laborer as above provided unless auch 
laborer shall have in his possession and show a Certificate 
or pass to be given to him by the Emigraticn Agent of the 
port, stating his name and the name of his father and his 
age, and certifying that having appeared befure such Agent 
he has declared his willingnoss and desire to proceed to 
work for hire in the said Colony of Mauritius. 


VI. And it ia hereby enacted, that before any Ship or 
Vessel, so licenced to carry Kinigrant laborers as above 
provided, shall be cleared out from any uf the aforesaid ports 
for the Mauritius, it shall be necessary for the Master of 
such Ship or Vessel, provided any Emigrant of the des- 
cription aforesaid shall embark therein, to obtain from the 
Emigration Agent so nominated and authorized at auch 
port as aforesaid a Certificate under the hand of such Agent
